British participation in the present
conflict, Sir Edward Grey points out
In his statement, but it signed the
denth warrant of hundrells of thous-
ands who nave been killed in  thin
war. ;

I*'ut8 Query to Germans.

“Is there one candd soul in CQer-
many or in Austrin-Hungary?" ask-
ed the Britlsh statesman, “who, look-
ing back upon the past year, does not
regard that the propczal for the con-
forences was nol aacepted?
